As against this, the claim is hotly 
made that as much as per cent 
of the Mexican labor returns to Mexi- 
co at the end of each season, and 
some Mexican official figures show 
that over 34,000 Mexicans returned 
during the latter half of 1926.

“Duke of Victory” Suc- 
cumbs to Bronchial 
Pneumonia After Brief 
IlIness. 


Rome, February 29 — (United 
News.)—Marshal Armando Diaz, com- 
mander in chief: of the Italian forces 
during the last year of the world war, 
died tonight from bronchial pneu- 
monia.. He was 67. years old. 

Diaz, known as the “Duke of Vic- 
tory,” because of the success of his 
campaign after the Austrians had 
swept the Italian armies before them, 

the second great war leader to 


die in recent weeks. Marshal Ear! 
Haig, commander:in chief of the Brit- 
ish forces, died earlier this month. 

The marshal died at 8:55 p. m. He 
had been seriously ill since Tuesday. 
Physicians had held out little hope for 
his recovery. Marshal Diaz succeeded 
Count Luigi Cadorna as commander 
in chief of the Italian armies. Cador- 
na had held the past from the begin- 
ning of the war until December, 1917, 
when the Austrians began to sweep 
through the Italian lines. 

Diaz also served as minister of war 
under Premier Mussolini-in 1922. 

The marshal’s children, a. priest, the 
attending physician and General Ba- 
doglio, chief of all armed forces, were 

at the bedside when Diaz died. | 

Signora Diaz had to be taken from 
the bedside a few minutes before the 
end because she suffered a breakdown 
the moment her famous husband start- 
ed sinking. 

tatermal of Marshal Diaz’s death, 
King Victor Emanuel promptly sent 
his aide de camp, General Cittadini, 
with condolences to the widow and 
children. 

Premier Benito Mussolini sent Un-

The marshal died in the villa do- 
nated by vote of .parliament as a 
token of national gratitude for his 
part in winning the battle of Vittorio 
Veneto, which er the elimax and 
turaing .peint..of 
war. 

Diaz, who saved his country after 
the costly disaster in which the Aus- 
tro-Germans captured more than 200,- 
000 troops, was rated, even before the 
war, as one of his country’s ablest 
military leaders. 

For years he was connected with the 
general staff. He took part in the 
Libyan war, acting as colonel. He was 
wounded so severely in one engage- 
ment that he asked to be wrapped in 
a flag, feeling death was near. 

Diaz, who resigned as erga of 
war on April 28, 1924, for reasons 
of health,. visited the United States in 
He was given a tremendous 
welcome. In the 52 days of hi& stay, 
he traveled 14,500 miles. 

Diaz's ancestors had fought in the 
Napoleon wars and Diaz himself had 
been a student of military affairs since 
childhood. He was educated at thie 
military college at Naples and at the 


| celebrated military school at Turin. 


Promoted to command of the twenty- 
third army cerps on the Isonzo front 
after brilliant generalship in handling 
a division against the Austrians in 
1915, he attracted further attention as 
qn organizer.

FARM AID DEBATE 
BRINGS OUT IRONY 


Washington, February 29.—(4)— 
A claim by Representative Oldfield,. of |

Mr. Fountain was unable to make 
a reply, but Mr. Hewlett, who ar- 
rivéd at the meeting shortly after- 
wards; took the rostrum, and, after 
admitting that certain of his taxes 
are in arrears “but ‘will be paid: be- 
fore Saturday night,” launched an

tion’ with ‘the ‘purchase of certain 
automotive equipment of the county, 
which he charged had been purchased 
from an automobile concern’ with 
which the son of the commissioner is 
affiliated. 

In rebuttal, George Hope, Jr., 
stated that the committee heads mak- 
ing the purchases have not included 
his father, and declared that the coun- 
ty. received “dollar for dollar for 
every agg of equipment which ever 
has been bought from our firm.” 

When Mr. Hewlett took the ros- 
trum, he called for the man who had 
made the charges, but he had re- 
tired from the meeting. He then 
opened fire at the Hope candidacy. 

“I was told that this malicious and 
unfair attack would be made on me 
by friends of Captain Hope, and am 
prepared to rebut it,”~Mr. Hewlett 
said. “It is true that I owe the coun- 
ty some taxes, but they will be paid 
before Saturday night. -I am a tez- 
istered voter and the registration list 
will show it. 

“It has been brought to my atten- 
tion that Captain Hope’s son, George 
Hope, Jr., has sold the county many 
hundreds of dollars worth of automo- 
tive equipment while his father was a 
member of the board of Fulton coun- 
ty commissioners. This should and 
will be investigated.” 

A. M. Corrie, Mr. Lowry’s oppon- 
ent, was represented and promised to 
install a bus to carry prisoners to and 
from the jail to the courthouse. 

Walter McElreath spoke for Mr. 
Harwell at the Smillie meeting, and 
Mr. Johnson also was represented. 

Mrs. Beulah Donehoo Manston, | 
Mrs. Mabel Abbott MacNeill and Mre. 
J. R. Wakefield, aspirants for the po- 
sition of Fulton county treasurer, 
spoke or were represented. 

Ed H. Inman, Dr. A. H. Cochran 
and Walter B. Stewart, the three other 
contestants for the two positions on 
Fulton county commission,-made ad- 
drgsses. 

Another rally in the interest of the 
McClelland candidacy will be held at 
the Fair Street school at 7:30 o'clock 
tonight, and Mr. Binng also will ap- 
pear on invitation. 


Defends Sales. 


“Fulton county has received a dol- 
lar’s worth of value for every dollar it 
ever spent with my firm,” Mr. Hope 
declared, “I -have sold the county 
some, equipment. That is my business. 
That is the way I make my living, and 
I hope to sell them more equipment in 
the future. My father has not been 
connected with committees with which 
I have dealt. 


“I do not know who made the at- 
tack on Mr. Hewlett.: We were not 
responsible for it, but I do feel that 
the thrust at my father and me was 
unwarranted. I have never done any- 
thing in my dealings with the com- 
mission that I am ashamed of, but 
rather am proud to say that all the 
material we have ever sold was sold 
strictly on its own merits.” 


All other candidates were present 
or represented at the Smillie rally, 
and friends of Walter E. Harwell, who 
is opposing Edwin F. Johnson in his 
race for Fulton county tax receiver, 
held a rally at Riverside, where all 
candidates spoke, 


Carlton Binns and John McClelland 


met at the Smillie school gathering in 
the interest of their respective can- 
didacies for the position of solicitor 
of the criminal court of Atlanta, and 
both were cordially received. 

Mr. MeClelland predicated his 
claims to the position on his desire 
to be of “real constructive service to 
citizens of Fulton county in the pro- 
tection of its youth and my am- 
bition to serve in the capacity of 
solicitor.”

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE. 

18. CAUSES OF INSANITY. 

Insanity, as doctors think of it, is 
mental disease or impairment suffi- 
cient to overthrow the ability of the 
previously normal individual to con- 
trol his own thoughts and acts through 
the will. Obviously this excludes feeble 
mindedness—idiocy (mental age not 
over 2 years), imbecility (mental age 
3 to 7 years, inclusive), and moronity 
(mental age 8 to 12 years, inclusive), 
for these feeble minded individuals 
never have been normal. Insanity as 
defined by the law is not the same 
thing; legal insanity is fairly defined 
as a ba~ of tricks. A doctor considers 
th: present conduct or acts, right or 
wrong, in the light of the patient's 
previous conduct or acts in order to 
decide whether there is departure from 
the patient’s normal mentality; a law- 
year searches the history and digs up 
what he can of the gossip of the dim 
past, in order to show, if he can, that 
the patient was “queer” as an infa... 
or his uncle was called “crazy” by 
some neighbor. In other words, the, 
doctor assumes the individual is sane 
until there is found proof of insanity, 
whereas the lawyer assumes he is In- 
sane until the state proves sanity. The 
lawyer also presumes the jury is rea- 
sonably moronic. If he gets an honest 
doctor in the compromising position ; 
of “expert witness” he proves to the 
satisfaction of the judge, folks and 
jury that the doc is an imbecile. In 
fact I think a doctor is an idiot. if 
he testifies as an expert for anything 
less than half pay of a criminal law-

No Encore Calls 


During Concert 


Jascha Heifetz, the world-famous 
young violinist who appears at the 
auditerium Friday, March 9, has ex- 
pressed * desire that his Atlatna au- 
dience refrain from calling for en- 
cores until after the intermission in 
his program. 

In sending this request to 8. Rus- 
sell Bridges, president of the South- 
ern Music bureau, under whose aus- 
pices the renowned artist is coming, 
Mr. Heifetz explains that it is merely 
to add to the pleasure of his audi- 
ence, as well as to his own comfort, 
that he makes this request. 


“Atlanta audiences,” he writes, “are 
famous among concert artists for their 
artistic appreciation and knowlen¢e 
of what is really good in music. 
cause of this I am anxious that there 
shall be no false note in my recital. 

“The first half of my. program is 
made up of the heavier selections and 
for this reason it is out of place to 
play encores, First, because the strain 
invelved in playing such numbers is 
inevitably tiring and it is hard on me 
to compel an encore immediately after 
conclusion of such’ nuntbers. Secondly, 
because encores are invariably. light 
numbers, and they are out of place 
following immediately after the more 
important works,

Mrs. Erwin Gives 
Timely. Advice 


Mrs. Thomas C. Erwin is an author- 


ity on horticulture, whose garden in 


taking/place quite recently at her home 
she gave timely advice to garden lov- 
ers in the following article. She says: 

“To have snapdragons bloom in 
June, plant the seeds in the cold 
frame this month. Plant dahlia and 
chrysanthemum seeds and plants will 
bloom this fall. A good general rule 
is to start seeds indoors six weeks be- 
fore the time to transplant to the gar- 
den quarters. Lack of ventilation will 
cause ‘damping off.’ Many of the A 
& P. stores have meat markets which 
buy quantities of bacon from the 
White Provision company. This bacon 
comes in boxes exactly right for seed 
flats. Get the butcher to save them. 
Put a layer of something coarse in the 
botton for drainage then fill up with a 
mixture of sand, leaf mould and good 
sifted dirt. Water well the day be- 
fore planting the seeds. Plant broad 
leaf evergreens now. Don’t waste 
time and trouble trying to grow things 
that only do well in the north. The 
real triumph in gardening is to make, 
the best of southern conditions. 

“IT suggest that we try raising Regal 
lilies from seed. Nothing could be 
more beautiful and from all accounts 
it does not seem hard to do. The 
seeds can be procured for 25 cents a 
hundred, or $1.50 a thousand. I will 
give you a few simple directions writ- 
ten by a woman who has 3,000 in cul- 
tivation, who has lost very few, and 
who says that seeds planted this year 
will bloom next year. Plant the seed 
in the house or hot bed not later than 
March 1, Use good garden loam, well 
rotted manure, and leaf mould. Mix 
well before putting in flats at least 
four inches deep, Fill to within three- 
quarters of an inch from the top. Firm 
soil with hands, sow seeds broadcast, 
just barely cover by sifting a little 
fine dirt over them, wet with a spray 
and cover with 


out. Do not allow the seed flats to 
become dry during the course of ger- 
mination, as-it will result in failure. 
Tt will take from .20 to 30 days for 
ithe seeds to come up. Remove paper 
as soon as sprouts come through the 
soil, do not water too much as it will 
cause “damping off.” After the seed- 
lings have made a second leaf they 
are ready to be set out in the garden. 
Set to a depth of from one to one and 
ia half inchs, not ‘too deep as it buries 
the leaves. Set in rows twelve 
inches apart and four inches 
apart in the row. Use leaf mould 
turned under with soil. No manure. 
After planting, give a geod soaking, 
and water often during a drought, 
stirring the soil occasionally. About 
the middle of October‘ they should be 
lifted and reset, not closer than six 
inches in the row, and six to seven 
inches deep. Cover with leaves during 
the winter. Last summer while yis- 
iting on Cape Cod I saw many wonder- 
ful ‘flowers. but the prettiest sight of 
all was, 500 or more Regal lilies in 
bloom under tall pine trees. 

“Nearly, if not all Atlanta flower 
lovers are troubled with ‘black spot’ 
,on our roses, Now is the time to start 
spraying the ross for ‘black spot,’ 
One good spraying this month while 
am. | they are dormant, will do moré than 
several later. Until this year Bor- 
deaux mixture was supposed to be the 
best thing to use. There is something 
calld *Volck’ which is better and will 
get rid of ‘blaek spot.’ The ground 
around the roses should be thoroughly 
sprayed as well as the roses them- 
selves. Trim the roses while they are 
dormant, 

“Fruit trees should be sprayed now 
with ‘lime sulphur’ one pound to five 
gallons of water. If you have lilacs, 
examine them carefully. Spray with 
‘lime surplur.’ Grape vines must be 
‘trimmed now; don’t cut the ends off all 
the branches and think it is trimming 
them. Select the two best branches 
of last year’s growth to leave and cut 
everything else off at the main stem. 
When the man from Seheepers gave'a 
talk on bulbs two years ago someone 
asked him ‘why tulips were so small 
the second year?” he answered, ‘lack 
of nourishment.’ Dig bone meal around 
them in January. If there are house 
plants that you wish to take cuttings 
from start them now in the hot. bed, 
or try them in the house in a pot or 
box of sand: put a glass bowl over 
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easily. they will root.

Peltzer and Conger Left in| 


Dark by Ace in Mile 
Event.

New York, N. Y., February 29.— 
(P)—The widely-heralded “mile of the 
century” turned out to 
triumph for Lloyd Hahn, rugged star 
of the Boston Athletic association. 

Removing any lingering doubt that 
he is.the greatest miler of America, 
Hahn raced his foremost homebred 
rival, Ray Conger, of the Illinois A, 
C., and the famous German champion, 
Dr. Otto Peltzer, into submission in 
the feature event of the K. of C, in- 
door athletic carnival tonight. 


20,000 See Race. 


Before a jam of 20,000 spectators, 
the greatest crowd that ever witness- 
ed an indoor track meet in New York 
or anywhere else, Hahn set the pace 
from start to finish and broke the 
tape 25 yards in front of Conger, 
the only man who has béaten the 
Boston ace in three years. Straggling 
75 yards behind the winner, game 
but badly beaten and close to the 
point of exhaustion, came the slim, 
blond Teuton flier, Dr. Peltzer. 

Hahn, to the tumultuous cheers of 
the record throng, shook off his rivals 
with a terrific sprint over the last 
four laps of the eleven-lap journey, 
but failed by a second to equal the 
world’s indoor record. 

The Nebraska product broke the 
tape in 4 minutes 12 seconds. It was 
one of the greatest races he has ever 
turned in, but still short of his aim 
to beat the standard of 4:12, set in 
1925 by Paavo Nurmi and equalled 
the same season by Joie Ray. 

Had he been pushed to a greater 
extent or spurred on by any attempts 
of either of his rivals to set a faster 
pace at the start Hahn might have 
shattered the reeord, but he was 
forced to make his own race al] the 
way. Neither Conger nor Peltzer 
showed any inclination at any time 
to move into the van. 

Hahn's fractional times : 
quarter- ~_ marks were 60 4-5, 

>:041-5, 3:074-5 and 4:13. The 
last quarter was his slowest, despite 
the appearance of speed his closing 
sprint and the widening gap between 
him and his rivals gave. 


Baskin Equals Record. 


The carnival got off in speedy fash- 
ion when Weems Baskin, of the New 
York A. C., new national indoor 
champion, equalled the world’s record 
of 73-5 seconds for the 60-yard high 
hurdles. 

Baskin, former Alabama poly star, 
was off like a flash in the first heat 
and broke the tape five yards in front 
of Jack Cole, of St. Bonaventure. 

The indoor record was set in 1924 
by Carl Christiernson, of the Newark 
Athletic club.

_ Wholesale trade, however, was 
smaller on the whole than in both De- 
cember and January, although sales of 
certain items showed increases over 
the comparative months. The review 
noted several unfavorable comparisons 


with figures for the corresponding 
period last year in different lines. 


Savings deposits were about 8 per 
cent greater at. the end of the month 
than a year ago and commercial fail- 
ures were fewer in. number and less 
than half as great in liabilities. Debits 
to individual accounts were per 
cert less; while discounts by the 33 
reporting member banks in important 
centers also were less than a year ago, 
reflecting a smaller demand for credit 
and greater investments. Discounts 
by the Atlanta Federal, Reserve bank 
were slightly greater than a year ago 
and investments also were larger.
